AMERICAN TEACHERS FOLLOW 


I ARIS, Milan, Berlin, where is the center of stud)' for the 


musicians of the present generation? In years this ques- 
tion has not been so confused nor so much discussed. I 
In years gone by when an ambitious student had saved 
enough money to pay for his musical education the an- 
swer'was easy. In seven cases out of ten Paris was 


chosen. Milan likely received two, while the professors in German 
cities received one. 


Now all this is changed. Germany at this time has the call as 


far as popularity in the musical world goes, and, besides the hun- 
dreds of students who are jusl starting upon their careers, many 
of the graduates of the old Fr« nch and Italian schools are desert- 
ing opera houses in Pa-is and Milan to sing in the houses of the 
Kaiser. 


Only the other day one of the foremost American teachers of 


singing 'in Paris who had been established there long enough to 
gather many pupils and make a name for himself transferred his 
entire setablishment to Berlin. 
He explained that he had found 


France wholly lacking ir opportunities for his students to show their 
powers. 
There are so few chances to get his pupils before the 


French public after they have completed their studies that they have 
been for years singing in the German cities. So it seemed to him 
much better to go straight to lierlin, tram his pupils and then get 
them established in the German opera houses instead of sending 
.hem to that country from Paris.

"As near as I could figure I was up 500 feet when one 


of the cylinders missed flre. Tho trouble became worse 
ind I leaned over In my seat to Inspect the engine. As 
I leaned forward 1 kept the front tilting planes pointed 
upward so tliat tlio biplane rose steadily In the air. In 
this way I plowed ahead at tlie rate of about sixty miles 
an hour. ' 


"At an altitude of about 800 feet I decided to press 


the emergency oil dutch'which Is operated from the foot 
rest In front of llio planes. My right foot bore down on 
the rod, which I dlil not know had been bent. .As tlie rod 
gave way before the pressure I noticed a spark and then 
the machine stopped. I had short-circuited the engine. 


"Tlie downward plunge began with a terrlflo rush al 


an angle of forty-five degrees. This gave me speed enough 
to get the forward planes tilted for what!-believed would 
be a smooth landing on the surface of tlie water. My 
aeroplane was equipped with one hydroplane and two 
water-tight pontoons. 
Within 100 feet of the water I 


prepared for a landing, bnt Instead of being able to glide 
with the hydroplane I was carried to the water at light- 
ning speed. 


"Tlie skidding wheels under the aeroplane struck the 


water with a rush which tilted the planes over so far that 
I was catapaulted through tho heavy cloth planes, and In 
a moment I felt the weight of the engine on top of me 
With the heavy Itenthor coat which I wore In my flight I 
was hardly able to break through the wreckage above me 
In the half minute I was under water I used all my 
strength,

Language Makers to Set 


Up Big Search. 


ATTEMPT TO GET 'PHONE 


NUMBER STARTED IT 


Congress at Washington, D.C., 


Awakens Interest Through- 


out the Nation. 


"WASHINGTON, Aug-. 27.—When the 


seventh Congress of Esperanto meets 
a year hence, it is fondly hoped by 
the friends of the new tongue thai 
John Barrett, who was chosen presi- 
dent of the recent congress, will be 


! able to talk the language fluently and 
that Dr. Ludwle L. Zamenhof, invent- 
or of Esperanto,, will have engrafted 
on the language Borne choice and ex- 
pr^asiye swear words. 
Better than anybody else in Wash- 
ington, perhaps, the genial Mr. Bar- 
rett loves to make speeches. 
When 
he was elected president of the Es- 
perantists he was expected to make a 
flue lingual exhibit of the possibilities 
of the universal tongue. 
He could not do it because he had 
studied Esperanto only three months. 
So Mr. Barrett stayed out of Wash- 


j ington when he heard of the honor 
! that had been conferred on him and 
went to New York to have his liver 
overhauled and repaired. 


PAVCITY OF OATHS. 


The paucity of swear words became 
impressively plain, when one of the 
Esperantists tried to get a telephone 
number and could not land the right 


I connection. His asidea were permis- 
I sible only in Esperanto and there was 
absolutely no material available 
In' 
the language. 
"Wherefore Dr. Zam- 
enhof was called to account vigorous- 
ly for failing to rise to the occasion 
In this particular. 
They say the sailors and navy men 


of the Mediterranean ,Sea have a uni- 
versal language of tneir own. 
It Is 
thought Dr. Zamenhof. would have no 
trouble borrowing all the expletives 
from that source that any normal 
mortal might need in his business. 
GREAT INTEREST MAjftFTISTED. 


Laying the jest aside, the recent 
congress awakened unusual Interest, 
although the consensus of opinion of 
the press and official "Washington was 
that the language will have a pretty 
long row to hoe before it gets a foot- 
Ing among the peoples of the world. 
At the same time. It la held by many 
who know nothing of Esperanto per- 
sonally that it would be a very excel- 
lent thing to have a universal lan- 
guage for men of the sea, both on 
merchant vessels and on men-of-war. 
Friends of the language have had 
to procure sooner or later an official 
sanction 
of Esperanto through 
its 
adoption for armies and navies of the 
world. 
One of the difficulties in the way of 
any universal language, according to 
students of tho question, la that the 
physical lingual training of different 
people makes a common understand-, 
ing almost, if not quite, impossible. 
In this connection it is brought to 
mind that clergy ot the various na- 
tions who know their Latin cannot 
understand each other In that tongue 
because the pronunciation. Inflection 
of voice and accent are so varied. 


HARD TO MASTEK. 


The adult American never can quite 
master the French or German twist 
and vice versa. For this reason it is 
believed that if the soldiers of the 
powers who marched on Peking a few 
years, ago had all known Esperanto 
they would still have had difficulty in 
understanding each other. 
It is said the four policemen at the 
Arlington Hotel, headquarters of the 
Esperantists here, absorbed enough of 
Esperanto in a few days to put them 
on a fairly comfortable footing with 
the delegates of the 
nine nations 


present. 
In Esperanto there are no sounds 
peculiar to any one language, none, in 
fact, which do not exist in all. 
It Is 
snelled with our own alphabet, omit- 
ting q, w. x and y, and adding live 
accented characters, the sounds of 
which exist in English. There are no 
foreign sounds to learn and blunder 
over. The writing is absolutely pho- 
netic—one sound, one. letter, and no 
more. 


VOCABULARY EXTENSIVE.* 


As to- vocabulary. It is bullt-on the 
principle of already existing interna- 
tionally in a large number of words; 
hat is, every word already existing 
n familiar forms in two or more lan- 
guages is at one* absorbed into Es- 
Deranto with only suoh slight altera- 
ions as are necessitated by the uni- 
form and phonetic spelling. 
Such 
•words, for example, 'as -"telefono," 
•teatro," "kliento," and thousands ot 
others, are all Instantly apparent to 
the large majority of dwellers in Eu- 
rope and America. 
A certain writer has said that the 
similarity between the three principal 
Romance languages swings the vo- 
cabulary In a distinctly Latin direc- 
tion, with the result the Esperanto 
gives one the Impression of Portu. 
guese sat In an Italian printing office 
by a Spanish printer while alcohol- 
ically trying to hum French "ditties 
Before the result went to press an 
Englishman and a German oeem to 
have dabbled with It, to Bay nothing 
of several other personag«« of.-mixed 
breeds; yet the result on the whole Is 
perfectly 
comprehensible and 
pos- 
sesses a scientific adherence to rule 
that outdistances any natural Ian 
ruare a thousand miles. 
By the aid of seventeen rrammat 
ical terminations and some thirty suf- 
fixes and prefixes. Esperanto extends 
Its vocabulary freely to meet any de- 
mands'of expression.

One of these flings set down in the diary years ago 
is said to practically contain the same thought which, 
in the form of a toast in later years, 
enhanced 
the 


reputation of Joseph Choate, former 
American am- 


bassador to London, as a wit. The occasion referred 
to v as vihen Choate said: "We always hear about 
the Pilgrim Fathers. 
But what about the Pilgrim 


Mothers? They not only endured all that the Pilgrim 
Fathers had to go through, but had to endure the 
Pilgrim Fathers as well."

book is said to throw an interesting sidelight on many 
historic events in this city and State and is set down 
with much charm and directness of expression. As a 
chronicler of things social, Mrs. Darling is far more 
robust and vigorous. She has had many social quar- 
rels and has an axe to grind. Mrs. Coit has a different 
view of things. That is why she has never thought 
of having published any of her own diary or that of 
her mother. Both of these women have plenty of 
material with which they can puncture most effectively 
some of the marked social pretensions in this town 
today.

\ hard rehabilitation knot in town is gradually un- 


tyi ig itself. Referent* is made to thej district west of 
Po veil to Larkin street and from Ellis north towards 
California street. 
Before the fire this district con- 


tan ed about 2000 buildings, most of them frame. After 
the catastrope the new fire limits prevented any frame 
str ictures, save for the three blocks north of Sutter. 
Int -rested property owners complained that to build 
wit i other material than lumber would be too costly 
in lew of the revenue that could be received in the 
wa - of rent, as the district was essentially a residence 
one 
Their elforts to have the fire-limit restrictions 


mo lified failed on the ground that the ultimate good 
of he city must be considered, even if a temporary 
har Iship was worked. Before 1906 the 2000 buildings 
in 'he district are said to have represented an average 
cos of $12,000, or a total of $24,000,000. About 600 
ne\ - buildings have been erected in the district since 
the fire and their average cost has been $40,000. In 
oth^r words, their aggregate cost is as much as that 
of 'he buildings there before the fire, while in number 
the/ are less than one-third. Gradually and without 
anj fuss, the important distrrict is being rebuilt, pnn- 
cip illy with family hotels and apartment houses, all 
of vhich afe in demand as soon as finished. Compe- 
ten experts say that it will only be two or three years 
mo e before the entire district is rebuilt at a total 
cos of something like $80,000,000. 
In the old days 


the big frame Pleasanton Hotel at Jones and Sutter 
wa in the heart of the district. The fire department 
alw ays dreaded an alarm of fire 
from that corner. 


Th re will be nothing of that kind now. Insurance 
rat< s are much lower also. So the wisdom of rebuild- 
ing along lines that will be for the good of the greatest 
nui iber — the city as a whole — is apparent.

They asked the railroad once a week to 
del ver lor them in Los Angeles their surplus eggs 
anc butter and poultry in the hope that they might 
fine a steady if small market. This was done. Reg- 
ula ly once a week a car was placed at their disposal 
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and hauled to the southern metropolis. 
Some times 


the car contained four tons, at other times three tons 
and then again six tons. The capacity of the par was 
; 


thirteen tons, or 26,000 pounds, and the women never 
• 


thought they could fill the car and sell their produce 
in Los Angeles every week. They broke even in their 
first few sales. Thiy were advised to keep on with 
; 


their work. Gradually better sales were made and a 
large and steady demand created. Today the business 
has grown to two cars every day, except Sunday. This 
means 52,000 pounds daily, or 312,000 pounds every 
week. The women are making lots of pin money and ' 
the railroad finds it profitable to haul the two cars. 
; 


On a small scale it is one of the best 
examples of 


creating an infant industry and building it up on a 
goodly scale. 
Their men folk, ' by the way, sold 


$1,000,000 of c.anteloupes in the East this season and 
are making all the way from $6000 to $10,000 a year 
on their hog ranches, owing to the High prices for pork. 
They raise the animals on alfalfa.

same work, another Scotch firm bid $499,000. Presi- 
dent McGregor of the Union Iron Works and the 
lattep's owner, Charles M. Schwab, have pointed out 
to the Home Industry League people that the dif- 
ference in wages here and in the Scottish ship-building 
yards is 50 per cent for skilled labor and fully 75 per 
cent for the unskilled variety. In building the dredger 
the cost of labor is one of the main items, in fact the 
largest item of expense. This is why there was such 
disparity between the San Francisco and Scotch bids. 
The fact was called to the attention of the President 
and the Secretaiy of War's office. They saw the merit 
of the proposition, but the existing law compelled them 
to favor the low est responsible bidder. The Home In- 
dustry-League people think the question of a change 
in this law has only one side to it. They think Uncle 
Sam should allow for the wide difference in the wage 
schedule, everything else being equal.

Improvements in Oakland 


Work Will Commence on Oakland Waterfront 


First of Week and Celebration is Planned 


- Work on the quay wall on the es- 
tuary waterfront, the first large piece 
of harbor improvement to be under- 
taken 'under the recent 
municipal 
bond issue, -wIJJ be commenced early 
this week. The bond of the Carterra 
Contracting Company, to which the 
contract lor the work has been let, 


, -was accepted by the board of public 


•work* two days ago, and the contract 
lias been signed by representatives of 
She company ana the city. 
There was some question as to the 
ability of the Carterra people to fulfill 
the contract, as they are being sued 
tor several thousand dollars by San 
Francisco material men. The certified 
check for J24.000 pledging the faith- 
ful performance of the terms of the 
contract was attached a week ago by 
the San Francisco Credit Clearance 
Bureau, and the effect of this upon 
the relations between the city and 
*"the company was at first a matter of 


conjecture. 
On the advice of 
City Attorney 
John W. Stetson it has been found j 
'that the city has the prior claim upon 
this check, and should there be any 
failure on the part of the company to 
fulfill its promises, the city will have 
the first claim against the bond. 
. , 


BID WAS I/OW. 


The contract is for 2000 fort of 
quay wall along First street •lyinf: be- 
tween Clay and Myrtle streets. 
The 
bid accepted by the city is $6s,000 
lower than that of the next lowest 
bidder, and is for $222,000. 
.It is 
about .JIOO.OOO lower than the esti- 
mate of the city engineer and ot In- 
dependent engineering experts. 
The engineering experts and local 
contractors have been of the opinion 
that the work of excavation mould 


- have to be done largely by hand l.ibor, 
but the Carterfa Company has in- 
formed the board of works that it ex- 
pects, to make use of machinery in 
the excavating work, and has based 
Its low bid upon this 
expectation. 


How this-will be accomplished Is still 
a mystery to the engineers, as the 
estuary at this point is so narrow, and 


""the conditions so exceptional, that it 


la thought impossible to employ a 
•team shovel. 
Fearing that the company would 


1>e forced to discontinue work as a 
result of troubles with its creditors, 
•nd would in all• probability leave a 
long trench for the city to maintain 
:pending the advertising for new bids 
for the completion of the work, City 
Engineer Turner incorporated in the 


. contract a provision that the com- 
pany should do the work a section at 
a' time, completing one 
section of 


twenty-five linear feet at a time. 
He 
also imposed a condition whereby the 
'company should pay a penalty of $100 
a day for all delays over the time 
•peclfled in the contract. 


BONUS FOR FAST WORK. 


On the request of the Carterra rep- 
resentatives, the company is to be 
allowed a bonus of $100 a day for 
completing tne work in less than the 


specified time. 
The work is to be 
completed in about eight; months. 


The. actual work of excavating for 
the quay wall will not be commenced 
by the contractors for at least thirty 
days, according to the statement of 
Engineer Chrisman, one of the ex- 
perts of the company. 
The comine 


month will be taken up in obtaining 
machinery, placing it on the ground 
and getting men and materials ready 
to start work. 
Once the actual work 
of excavation Is started, the contract- 
ors hope to go ahead with a rush, 
working night and day. They will 
place 100 men at work at the start, 
and will probably Increase this force 
as they inststll new machinery and 
get the construction work better or- 
ganized. 


A long trench forty-four feet in 


width will be excavated to start, and 
after wooden forms have been con- 
str icted the cement 
reinforcements 


will be placed and the cement poured. 
When the wall is raised to the re- 
qu red height fender piles will 
be 


driven and the quay wall will thus be 
completed section by section. , 


PLAN CELEBRATION. 


A celebration is to be held to mark 
the commencement of .work, and a 
full program ajid exercises will? be 
arranged under the joint auspices of 
thi city officials, the'contracting com- 
pany and tho commercial and civic 
organizations 
of 
the 
municipality. 


The exercises will be held on the 
waterfront, and Mayor Frank Mott 
win probably officiate and turn the 
firt.t shovelful of earth, making the 
commencement of the great work of 
harbor improvement for which the 
present administration has been work- 
ing and fighting for the last two years. 


It is considered by the city officials 


thi it this work will be the commence- 
mt nt of a new epoch in the history 
of Oakland. 
It is the forerunner of. 


Oakland's greatness as a big commer- 
cial center, of her taking her place as 
one of the finest ports, on the Pacific 
ocean. 


OCCASION FOR REJ.OICIXG. 


"Because of the significance in the 


history of Oakland in the actual com- 
mencement of work on the water- 
front improvements," said Mayor Mott 
today, "we feel that this is an occasion 
which should bi fittingly celebrated 
as a moment of rejoicing by the resi- 
dents of this city. 
We have won our 
wiaerfront after 
a great fight, at 


much cost of patience and hard work 
and money. 
Now we are about to 
take advantage of that great victory i 
by concrete and practical achievement, 
fulfilling our pledge to the people." 
The City Council will take part in 


tho exercises at the waterfront cele- 
bration. It is probable that President 
of the Qity Council Pendleton will de- 
liver a short address, telling of the 
worth of the waterfront to the city, 
and of the prospects for the future. 
The improvement is the first under 
the J3,000,000 
bond issue 
recently

Heretofore 
It has been customary for tho syndicate 
to sell such property to smaller real 
estate concerns to sub llvido the acreage 
and make a big profl by retailing the 
Inllvtdual lots. 
In f. ct. most of the 


money, made in the r< al estate business 
In Oakland during th 
past four voars 
has been made by BU .-dividing anil re- 
selling such property. 
Feeling assured that the public can be 
Interested 
In doing this 'development 
work, the syndicate s -lected a ten-acre 
piece and Is beginning to form a. small 
stock company with . capitalization of 
about $5000 to handle a subdivision of 
this piece. 
In speaking of the matter recently, 


Nat. M. Crossley, ma iflger of the real 
estate department of the Realty Syndi- 
cate, said that It wac the policy of the 
concarn to plao* sue i opportunities In 
th* hands ft tte' «M ml puJMto rather 


than with other real estate concerns, an 
that its initial effort along these line 
was meeting with considerable success 
"We have taken this ten-acre piece 


for an experiment and are going to let 
from eight to ten people In on the 
scheme, each of whom will subscribe 
fiom $500 up. "We prefer that all mem- 
bers of the little company be mutually 
acquainted, because they will have to 
arrange amorg themselves for the neces- 
sary street work, sewers, etc. Our sub- 
scription books on the matter are now 
open and as we are going to turn the prop- 
erty over to them at a price of about 
$10 per front foot, and as .property In 
the vicinity Is retailing at $40 and $50 
per foot, everyono ought to make good 
mcney.

"It will cost about $3 per front foot 
for the sewers and street work," added 
Mr. Crossley, "and if tha property Is 
retailed for $30 per foot it should net a 
profit of at least 10D per cent on the 
investment. 
The idea of co-operative 


holdings of this kind Is becoming preva- 
lent all over the country, and I see no 
reason why It should not be a success 
here. 
In other cities buildings costing 
hundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been erected upon a co-operative sub- 
scrlptlon plan, in some cases subscrip- I 
tlons as low au $1 having been accepted. 
' In almost every instance the stock- 


holders have made big profits and have 
been anxious to go In again on any sim- 
ilar proposition." 


Mr. Crossley stated that In the com- 
pany now forming no subscriptions would 
be accepted for less than $500 each. This 
Elves the Individual an opportunity to 
share In the proflfs of a transaction that 
would otherwise take more capital than 
he could afford to put up. The idea will 
probably be used extensively In the de- 
velopment of the syndicate's larger hold- 
Ings; in fact, they are already planning 
to offer another piece of acreage similar 
to th« on* mentioned above.
